Dr. Brunner Says America 
Has Not Progressed in Re- 
ligion in This Century.

A progressive theology that is 
capable of commanding the re- 
spect of the best edi.cated men of 
the nation is one of the greatest 
needs of the Christian church in 
America today, in the opinion of 
Dr. Emil Brunner, professor of 
systematic theology at the Univer- 
sity of Zurich, Switzerland, and 
who at present is serving as guest- 
professor of theology at Princeton 
Theological Seminary. 

The short, dynamic-appearing 
theologian, an associate of Dr. 
Karl Barth, developer of a new 
theology, and at present “persona 
non grata” to the Hitler regime in 
Germany because of a book he 
wrote denouncing Nazi practices, 
paused in Atlanta to deliver two 
addresses yesterday to ministerial 
organizations before proceeding on 
a tour of southern cities where he 
is speaking on “The Task Con- 
fronting the Church Today.” 

Fundamentally, Dr. Brunner de- 
clared before a meeting of the 
Evangelical Association of Atlanta 
yesterday afternoon, American 
theology has stood stil. since the 
eighteenth century. He deplored 
this fact, terming it “tragic” and

Buffeting winds whisked the 
worst cold wave of the new win- 
ter toward the Atlantic seaboard 
last night. 

Temperatures fell as the frigid 
weather advanced to the east and 
south from the icy west, where 
sub-zero readings were reported 
in 10 states and a minimum of 37 
below zero was recorded at War- 
road, Minn., on the Canadian bor- 
der. : 

At least a dozen deaths were at- 
tributed to wind, cold and slip- 
pery highways. Snow, sleet and 
rain hampered traffic in many 
districts. 

Snow ranging up to eight inches 
drifted quickly in Michigan but 
off-lake gusts abated as the ther- 
mometer dropped toward zero. 
Marquette was virtually snow- 
bound. Manistique was without 
telegraph or telephone service. 
The coast guard reported the 
strongest seas in years swept off 


The blizzard disrupted com- 
munications at Sault Ste.

“As I see it, we need a pro- 
gressive theology capable of com- 
manding the respect of the best 
educated men of our time. In Eu- 
rope we have developed such a 
theology, but I am afraid that it is 
not so in America.” 

The development of a “progres- 


sive theology,” Dr. Brunner de- 


clared, is the responsibility of the 
ministers in America. To them is 


given the task of expressing the 
doctrines of the. Holy Trinity in 
terms of the ethics of the day. 
Theirs is the duty not only of 
showing why they are teaching 
the doctrines of theology, but of 
explaining to laymen why they 
‘believed in them. 
Admires Laity. 

Dr. Brunner said he admired 
greatly the manner in which the 
laity in America co-operated with 
the church and church organiza- 
tions. He declared it was better 
here than in Europe. 

A solution to many of the prob- 
lems confronting the church in 
America today could be found 
through personal evangelism, the 
visiting theologian declared. By 
this, he said, he did not mean 
mass evangelism, but individual 
soul-saving that more time should 
| be given, to pastoral work. 

“There is a need for a revival in 
preaching and in pastoral work. 
We of the church must reach the 
individual and help him by en- 
couraging his hope and faith in 
the Christian church. However, I 
find this need is not so great in 
the south as in the north. 

“The need is not so much mass 
evangelism of the ‘Billy Sunday’ 
type. While that kind of evangel- 
ism was all right in its day, I feel 
it is too emotional a type of re- 
ligion for the present. What is 
needed is an evangelism of the 
masses.” 

This, to some extent, was being 
carried out by the Oxford Group 
Movement, Dr. Brunner said. He 
added that while the Oxford 
Movement did not seem to be 
progressing in America, it had 
helped the church greatly in Eu- 
rope and in his native Switzerland 
by turning the people back to the 
church. 

Dr. Brunner, who was the 
guest of Dr. D. P. McGeachy, 
of Decatur, during his visit here, 
last night addressed a meeting at 
Central Presbyterian church.

WHEN DEMOCRACY SPEAKS 

It is of the nature of democracy that only 
on rare issues, those which strike to the very 
fundamentals of belief and of. faith, shall the 
people speak as with one voice. In the ordinary 
problems of a free people there are, inevitably, 
divisions of thought, varying view points and 
an apparent confusion of opinion. 

Even when some great issue does arise, it 
takes time for the united opinion of the people 
to find voice, to demonstrate that, out of the 
babel of individual articulation, has come a na- 
tional conviction that must make itself heard 
to all the world. 

Recent events reveal that once again the 
time has come when the nation is united, al- 
most without dispute, upon such a fundamental 
issue. America is taking up the challenge to 
democracy, flung down by the Nazi government 
of Germany. 

Realization has apparently come to the peo- 
ple as a whole that the very principles of Nazi- 
dom are repugnant to the ideals of democracy, 
that the policies and actions of the Nazi au- 
thorities are antagonistic to all those ideals of 
decency and honor to which this country gives 
its faith. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes’ speech which 
aroused the ire of the German government was,, 
as pointed out by Joseph Alsop and Robert 
Kintner in their “Capital Parade” column of 
Tuesday, but an expression of similar thoughts 
and beliefs of President Roosevelt. 

The ridiculous demand by the German gov- 
ernment that this country officially apologize 
for that speech met its proper response when 
Acting Secretary of State Sumner Welles scorn- 
fully refused that apology. It is doubtful if 
there is one-tenth of one per cent of the Amer- 
ican people which does not approve Welles’ 
position. 

A petition, asking severance of economic re- 
lations with Germany, has been signed by lead- 
ers in the film industry at Hollywood. Twenty 
million signatures are sought for this petition, 
which will be presented to congress. The screen 
industry does not,:perhaps, represent all Amer- 
ican thought or opinion. However, public ap- 
proval is the lifeblood of that business and its 
leaders would never publicize an action which 
they did not believe was in full accord with the 
sentiments of the great bulk of the nation. 

President Roosevelt plans to ask congress 
for authorization of, and appropriations for, the 
greatest program of military and naval de- 
velopment this country has ever seen in times 
of peace. The defenses of the nation are to be 
made as nearly invulnerable as man can devise. 
In asking approval for this program the Presi- 
dent will declare his belief that the nation faces 
a real peril from outside enemies. 

In other American countries the anti-Nazi 
sentiment grows. At Santiago, last week, a 
German training ship arrived with its cadets, 
only to be met by a mass demonstration of 
mourning and disapproval from 30,000 work- 
ing men. 

Anthony Eden, British statesman, speaking 
at New York before the National Association of 
Manufacturers, warned of the “new idolatry” 
which has come to the world of western civili- 
zation, in the form of worship of the state. 
There is danger, even in America, of the insidi- 
ous infiltration of this idolatry, which means 
death to all democratic ideals. 

Germany, more so than any other nation, 
demonstrates the horror of complete surrender 
to that new idolatry. 

It is well, for the future of democracy and 
of human liberty, of human dignity and the 
rights of the individual man, that this country 
is awakening, as one unit, to the threat of the 
Nazi idea in government, as typified in Hitler’s 
Reich. 

Yet, with all these evidences of growing 
_ realization, by Americans, of this threat, there 
must be care that the final condition, that of 
war, is not brought about. Resort to the force 
of arms would be but a confession of the defeat 
of democracy, a surrender to the very theories 
the Nazis uphold. 

It is unfortunate that force, or the threat of 
force, is the only argument effective against the 
Nazi state. Thus it becomes necessary to show, 
to that government, that the democracies of 
the world could, if the issue came, match man 


- 


-their own government. 


for man, gun for gun, plane for plane, ship for 
ship, the armed might of the dictatorships. 

But that demonstration of strength should 
be enough. To use that strength, save purely 
in defense, would be a world crime. 

Americans today know the truth of world 
conditions more thoroughly than any other peo- 
ple. The choking grip of news-censorship keeps 
the people of Germany and of other lands in 
ignorance of the true motives and actions of 
Only the newspapers 
of the United States are still free, in a world 
where other nations make of their press noth- 
ing but an enslaved mouthpiece for power-mad 


leaders. 
Knowing that truth, it behooves all Amer- 


icans to remember, at all times, that this nation 
has no quarrel with the German people. It is 
the Nazi government against which our out- 
rage and disgust are leveled. 

The road to peace is a road of love. Hatred 
but breeds hatred and force only forges the 
shackles of enslavement for future generations. 
Today the people of Germany have been blinded 
by their own false leaders. But it is inevitable 
that, someday, the truth shall become known, 
even to them. Hitler and Goebbels cannot for- 
ever hold the bandage over the eyes of intelli- 
gent men and women. 

This nation can use the great economic 
weapons at its command. Commercial relations 
with the Reich can be severed. Even a break 
in diplomatic relations need not mean war. For 
half a dozen years this country refused to recog- 
nize the Soviet government of Russia, without 
recourse to arms, 

Every economic weapon may be called into 
play against the Nazi state. The armed might 
of the greatest of democracies may be revealed, 
to warn the Nazis that threats of force, hence- 
forth, are futile gestures only. 

But actual war, for this nation, must re- 
main unthinkable. Organized mass murder, 
under any name, must remain. only the pitiful 
recourse of lesser peoples, of nations not yet 
free of the stigmata of barbarism, of the savage. 

We cannot voice, too strongly, our national 
horror at the cruelties of Nazi persecution, our 
united disapproval of Nazi theory and Nazi 
practice. At the same time, however, we must 
hold out only the hand of friendship and of 
Sympathy to the people of Germany. 

The mailed fist may be the power behind 
Nazidom. 


The hand of democracy offers only the clasp 
f friendship and of peace. 


EARLY TREATMENT OF CANCER 

One of the most encouraging indications that 
the people are awakening to the dangers of 
cancer is the response to the appeal for early 
diagnosis and treatment. Women, particularly, 
are seeking medical help much earlier now than 
five years ago. This has resulted in more com- 
plete cures. 

The fact that cancer has gradually risen to 
second place as a cause of death—exceeded only 
by heart disease—has stimulated the people to 
combat it through the “early diagnosis cam- 
paign.” This work is sponsored by the Women’s 
Field Army Against Cancer. In two previous 
campaigns the army has enrolled over 100,000 
members. The third drive, which is about to get 
under way, will cover 47 states. The workers 
will be drawn from the ranks of women’s or- 
ganizations everywhere. 

Reliable cancer statistics are difficult to se- 
cure because so few hospitals, with their over- 
loaded budgets, can afford statisticians. But 
the evidence available indicates some progress 
has been made in the nation-wide effort to save 
the lives of those afflicted with the disease. 
Physicians are generally agreed, however, that 
up to one-half of the 150,000 who die annually 
could be saved by early diagnosis and treatment. 

No matter how hard those charged with this 
responsibility work in trying to save lives, they 
can accomplish little without the co-operation 
of all the people. This includes those with the 
symptoms of the disease, as well as those who 
are acquainted with them. It is the duty of 
every person to assume the responsibility of 
urging those thought to be afflicted to seek 
medical advice. It makes little difference if 
the suspected ailment turns out to be nothing 
of the kind. It is far better to make the mls- 
take of seeking treatment when not having the 
disease than to make the blunder of not seeking 
it when the disease is present. 

It should never be forgotten that time is no 
friend of the person with cancer. On the con- 
trary, it is his mortal enemy. 


Editorial of the Day 


* “PATMAN AND MUSICA” 
(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

The least that congress should do, in view of 
the recent revelations regarding Congressman 
Wright Patman’s connection with the McKesson & 
Robbins Company, is to throw him out of the 
house. His moral disqualification for member- 
ship in congress is obvious. 

Mr. Patman was not involved in the Musica- 
Coster $18,000,000 flim-flam at the expense of 
the company’s stockholders. Mr. Patman was en- 
gaged in a different racket. He was paid by the 
company, via a speakers’ bureau, to flim-flam the 
people of the United States and their representa- 
tives in congress. He posed as the leader of a 
great crusade against the chain stores, but it is 
now established that he turned his crusade to 
personal’ profit. He got $4,800 from McKesson & 
Robbins for going about the country whipping up 
support for his bill. 

From the viewpoint of Mr. F. Donald Musica- 
Coster, the Patman bill was a fine piece of legis- 
lation because his company depended largely upon 
independent drug stores for its business. As Mr. 
Patman’s bill was calculated to injure, if not de- 
stroy, the chain stores, the $4,800 handed to Mr. 
Patman was a small'price to pay to gain a sharp 
advantage. 

Mr. Patman ‘had sponsored a measure in con- 
gress which (whatever its merits may be) was to 
be of great advantage to a special interest. Then 
he took money from that special interest. Whether 
he introduced the bill to make money from it or 
not is beside the point. He did turn his public 
office to profit, but he continued to pose as the 
disinterested crusader. In so doing he betrayed 
his constituents and his associates in congress. He 
has forfeited his right to his seat. If he isn’t 
thrown out, his fellow. members by their inactior 
will have expressed their approval of his conduct. 

There is talk in Washington of a resolution to 
be introduced at the next session expressing dis- 
approval of conduct such as Mr. Patman’s. That 
will be equivalent to a whitewash. What is 
needed, in addition to the firing of Mr. Patman, 
is an investigation leading to similar action 
against any other member who may have been 
engaged in the same or a similar racket.

|THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
RUMORS OF APPOINTMENTS WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.— 


Some time soon the President 
is likely to announce his choice for the place on the high bench left 
vacant by Benjamin Nathan Cardozo. The friends of Felix Frank- 
furter are as hopeful as ever that the President Will name him, and 
not so very long ago they received heartening, if not absolutely re- 
liable reassurance from the White House. 

Nevertheless, pretended inside stories about other nominees are 
as thick in Washington as horse flies in August. One of the most 
curious, recently published by a usually reliable forecaster, has it 
that Senator Lewis B. Schwellenbach, of Washington, is not only 
the President’s favorite, but has actually been offered the judicial 
robes. The report really deserves some investigation. 

It emanates from the offices of the CIO, where the Schwellen- 
bach candidacy has been most warmly welcomed. A strange tale 
is told there, of how a friendly west coast businessman was in 
Schwellenbach’s office when the White House telephoned. It ap- 
pears that the President indulged in a little transcontinental kid- 
ding. Somehow or other, the Schwellenbach repartee divulged the 
fact that he had been offered the court place. And then, of course, 
the eavesdropping businessman hastened to carry the great news 
to his CIO friends. ’ 


DISCREDITABLE JUSTICES The tale is of the sort which 


you can take or leave, as you 
choose. Your correspondents are strongly inclined to leave it, al- 
though there are certain circumstances which give it some color of 
possibility. For example, the outgoing attorney general, Homer S. 
Cummings, seems to be the only man whom the President is really 
consulting on the supreme court appointment. 

Cummings suffers from a serious case of country cuteness. In 
the matter of appointments, he has a way of laying down rigid 
specifications. For supreme court justices, his specifications are 
that they must be aggressive New Dealers, must come from the 
right part of the country, and must be confirmable by the senate. 
He also has a way of plumping for anyone who fits his specifica- 
tions. And the Washington senator happens to fit them exactly, 
unless a sense of outrage should suspend senatorial courtesy and 
make confirmation difficult. 

The character of the Schwellenbach candidacy may be gauged by 
the Schwellenbach backers, chief among whom are Rexford Guy 
Tugwell and Lee Pressman. Rex Tugwell scarcely needs dntroduc- 
tions. Lee Pressman is a shrewd fellow who combines the duties 
of brain-truster to John L. Lewis and general counsel of the CIO. 
Their backing is scarcely a compliment to the senator. They have 
made no secret of their opinion that the supreme court is an out- 
moded institution, which deserves to be discredited, and can be 
by the simple expedient of naming discreditable justices. 


YOU TAKE YOUR CHOICE Heaven knows, the President 


may name Lew Schwellenbach 
For that matter, being a fairly unpredictable fellow, he may 
name any citizen of the United States, from Dr. Townsend to J. P. 
Morgan. But, besides Frankfurter, the candidates now most com- 
monly mentioned are Judge Joseph C. Hutcheson Jr., of the fed- 
eral circuit in New Orleans, and Dean Wiley B. Rutledge Jr., of the 
University of Iowa Law school. Both are youngish men. Both are 
firm liberals. Both are learned. And the origins of both are geo- 
graphically suitable. 

Until the President publicly commits himself, it’s foolish to be 
definite about prospective appointments. The sight of a big place 
going begging provokes the inhabitants of the capital to a kind of 
collective insanity, and the resultant rumors are just what might 
be expected. 

The story of Governor Frank Murphy, of Michigan, is illustra- 
tive. There’s no doubt that the President at least considered naming 
him to the high bench, for the assistant to the attorney general, 
Joseph B. Keenan, was instructed to take a poll on senate confirma- 
tion, which showed most unfavorable results. Since then, Gover- 
nor Murphy has been talked of for the attorney generalship, in 
which case the President would have to break a tacit promise to 
the friends of Solicitor General Robert H. Jackson; and for the sec- 
retaryship of labor, in which case Miss Frances Perkins would have 
to be dismissed. A more recent story, current in high New Deal 
circles, is that Murphy will get Jimmy Roosevelt’s former job as

President of Czecho-Slovakia only 
a few weeks ago must agree that 
in complaining of intemperate 
speech on the part of Harold Ickes, 
the Nazi government comes into 
court with filthy hands and a foul 
mouth. Since Hitler got away with 
that, he and his press have crowd- 
ed their luck, and have gone so tar 
as to edit the ballot in Britain and 
the press in numerous countries, 
and are trying to coerce the French 
courts in the celebrated Grynszpan 
case, 

These developments, of them- 
selves, may be none of this coun- 
try’s business, but~they must be 
considered in connection with the 
Nazi threat of some time back to 
take an unpleasant interest in the 
affairs of that nation (to-wit, this 
one) whose people habitually wear 
their hats in the house, put their 
feet on the table and spit chewing 
gum at the walls. The Ickes speech 
and the ensuing protest affords a 
useful opportunity for the nation 
of gangsters to declare itself on the 
subject of insulting repartee start- 
ing in Germany. 

It is idiotic and may yet prove 
tragic that nations must address 
each other in the terms of bums 
bawling along a bar in a low sa- 
loon, but the Germans sounded the 
pitch and have just about exhaust- 
ed not only the patience but the 
nerves of the civilized races. 


Paually The same position 
Malic; that was expressed 
@lcious to the Nazi should be 
communicated to Mussolini’s gov- 
ernment, too, for the Italian press 
is no less official than the German 
and has been equally malicious, 

Americans are inclined to over- 
look the fact that every dirty com- 
ment on the American people, the 
country and the government which 
appears in a German or Italian pa- 
per, has the same official charac- 
ter as an utterance by the Fuehrer 
or the Duce. A newspaper in either 
of those countries is as much a part 
of the government as the army or 
navy, and it is not correct to re- 
gard their writers as prostitutes of 
journalism, because they have no 
more rights to refuse to write false 
or scurrilous matter about the 
Americans than an officer has to 
refuse to shell an open town in 
Spain, however unpleasant he may 
find the task. 

American newspaper comment is 
unofficial, and while it may be a 
more or less accurate expression of 
popular sentiment, the government 
is not answerable for it. When 
Ickes sounds off, however, his re- 
marks, if not disavowed, are of- 
ficial, but nothing that he and the 
President himself have said about 
Germany and Italy compare in 
hostility with the official expres- 
sions about this country which 
have appeared in the German and 
Italian press. And, of course, they 
have avoided the filth which is 
characteristic of the controlled 
press in those countries, 


Since aanes Munich, the Nazis 
: nave plainly indicated 
Munich that certain Englishmen 
may be given responsible positions 
in the British government only at 
the risk of their displeasure, per- 
haps of war, and the British and 
French press both have choked up 
at times under the threats from 
Berlin and Rome, lest the free 
press be accused of provoking a 
war. 

Italy aside for the moment, this 
country has now admonished Hit- 
ler to the same effect that Jimmy 
Gerard is said to have admonished 
the Kaiser when the all-highest re- 
marked that there were vast num- 
bers of Kaiser-true hyphenates 
dwelling in the United States who 
would sabotage this country in the 
event of trouble. Gerard’s reply 
is said to have been that there was 
also a. lamp-post from which to 
hang each of them. 

In the present case the American 
government has drawn a line, and 
by ‘implication has placed on the 
Nazi side of it all those conspira- 
tors belonging to the anti-Amer- 
ican bunds and other fellow- 
traveling Nazi societies which have 
been carrying out the Nazi threat 
to take an unpleasant interest in 
American internal affairs, 


Guilt As to the official 
character and respon- 
Accepted <ipjie nature of the 


/foul observations about this coun- 


try which have appeared in Ger- 
many and Italy, the Germans 
openly accepted guilt only a short 
time ago when they demanded that 
the Greek government moderate 
the tone of its press toward Ger- 
many. The excuse was made that 
the Greek, like the German press, 
was not official, thought was con- 
trolled, and Berlin promptly re- 
plied that because the Greek press 
was controlled the Nazi would re- 
gard its contents as official and 
hold the government responsible 
for all offensive utterances. 

That covers ¢he case between 
Berlin and Washington, too, and 
gives the Nazi a far greater list 
of offenses to apologize for than 
Ickes, La Guardia and the Presi- 
dent have amassed in their com- 
paratively restrained comments to 


date.

Strictly Municipal Powers. 

Section 9 contains similar gen- 
eral provisions relating to the 
amendment of charters, and pro- 
vides that a copy of the charter 
or any amendment thereto shall 
be certified to the secretary of 
state within 30 days after adop- 
tion. 

Section 13 provides: 

“Laws may be passed to limit 
the power of municipalities to levy

No State Loss. 

The grant of these powers to 
the municipality by the state in- 
volves no lack of the harmony 
that is essential and no loss by 
the state of its proper authority 
over the city and its people. The 
relationship is analogous to the 
distribution of power between the 
national and state governments. 

This relationship between the 
state and the municipalities is fur- 
ther emphasized by turning to the 
debates in the Ohio constitutional! 
convention. The chairman of the 
committee which drafted and pre- 
sented to the convention the home 
rule amendment said: 

“If you will read this proposal 
carefully you will see that the 
State is dominant. The great pow- 
ers of taxation, the great police 
power, and the great powers of 
education and of health, are all 
held with a firm hand by the state. 
You may liken the power of the 
State to a bank note, through 
Which the silken threads run 
strong and firm, giving pliability, 
but not permitting disintegration. 
That is the fundamental underly- 
ing principle of the proposal which 
you have to consider. The state 
is dominant in those principles in 
which, in the judgment of the 
committee, it should be dominant. 
Municipalities are gjven the great- 
est possible freedom, all, of course, 
protected and hedged in by these 
general fundarhental principles.” 

Terms Clarified. 
There has necessarily been 


some debate of the question as | 


to what is meant by and what is 
included within the language “au- 
thority to exercise all powers of 
local self-government” and what 
is meant by and what is included 
within “and to adopt and enforce 
within their limits such local po- 
lice, sanitary, and other similar 
regulations as are not in conflict 
with general laws.”

amendment adopted in 1912 pro- 
vides: 

“Laws may be passed to limit 
the power of municipalities to 
levy taxes and incur debts for lo- 
cal purposes.” 

Taxation Authority. 

The Rome rule amendment to 
the Ohio constitution does not 
contemplate that any grant of the 
power of taxation to the munici- 
palities by the legislature is es- 
sential, nor that the legislature 
should be permitted to deny or 
limit the purpose, but only to pre- 
scribe the limitation of taxation 
and bonded indebtedness for all 
local purpsoses. By the home rule 
amendment, the municipality is 
given the power to tax for all lo- 
cal purposes, subject only to lim- 
itations prescribed by the legisla- 
ture. 

The municipaltity, therefore, as- 
sumes responsibility consonant 
with the authority thus conferred, 
and it is not only permitted, but 
required, to determine for itself 
the portion of its taxing power 
and debt incurring power which 
shall be used for any authoribed 
purposes. 

The purpose of this constitu- 
tional amendment was to afford 
municipalities of the state the op- 
portunity, and to confer upon 
them expressly and directly, full 
power and complete authority to 
accomplish local self-government, 
the only reservation being that 
they must recognize and respect 
the limitations of tax levies and 
indebtedness for local purposes 
prescribed by law. 


The legislature may limit the 
levies of taxes and the extent of 
bonded indebtedness for local pur- 
poses, but it may not preclude the 
exercise of power expressly con- 
ferred by the constitution; or deny 
the use by the municipality of its 
revenues from taxation or its gen- 
eral credit for any purpose au- 
thorized by constitutional provi- 
sion, or for any purpose within 
the powers of local self-govern- 
ment.

Anthony Eden, in his address 
before the National Association of 
Manufacturers, sounded this wise 
and timely word of warning con- 
cerning the new idolatry which 
may befall many people within 
our day and generation: 

“We and you stand for democ- 
racy because we stand for the 
rights of the individual, because 
our purpose is to assure freedom 
for the expression of thought and 
to encourage conditions in which 
the individual human personality 
can live and grow. Man was not 
The state was 
made for man. Surely, the art of 
government consists in striking a 
just balance between the claims 
of the individual and those of the 
state to which he owes allegiance 
We are living through an attempt 
in the totalitarian states to per- 
suade man to reverse his faith aft- 
er centuries of endeavor—he 1s 
threatened by the state he had 
himself created. It would, 
indeed, be the greatest irony in 
history if mankind were to allow 
all progress to be stifled by the 
setting up of a new form of idola- 
try, the worship of the state to 
which all men must bow down 
and to which they must sacrifice 
their freedom of faith, of speech 
and of worship.” 

Some will answer that there is 
nothing new in this form of idol- 
atry, citing the emperor worship 
of Japan, and similar idolatry in 
other lands; but is it not true that 
the rise of the totalitarian state 


as a new challenge upon peoples 
who hitherto enjoyed freedom of | 


even in our own land?

Loyalists’ Armies Reported 
in Mass Retreat Along 
60-Mile Front. 


HENDAYE, Franco <- Spanish 
Frontier, Dec. 27.—(UP)—Loyal- 
ist defenders of Catalonia tonight 
were reported in retreat along a 
60-mile front to escape the jaws 
of Generalissimo Franco’s giant 
pincers snapping shut upon the 
walled town of Cervera, 48 miles 
inland from Barcelona. 

Insurgent dispatches indicated 
that Franco’s forces on the south- 
ern wing were only 30 miles from 
the important government seaport 
of Tarragona on the Mediterrane- 
an, but instead of striking on to 
the seacoast they swung north 
around Borjas Blancas and drove 
toward Cervera. 

Simultaneously, Franco’s crack 
Navarrese and Galicians in the 
Tremp sector to the north swept 
southward across 5,000 feet moun- 
tain peaks in swirling snow upon 
the town of Artesa de Segre, key 
communications center of the gov- 
ernment’s entire center Catalonian 
front. 4

COSTER EXTORTION 
CHARGED T0 THREE 


Lawyer, Woman and Broth- 
er Arrested as Blackmail- 
ers of Swindler. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 27.—(UP)— 
Three persofis, including a wom- 
an and a disbarred lawyer, were 
arrested tonight on charges of 
blackmailing Philip’ Musica, the 
fantastic swindler who became 
president of McKesson & Robbins, 


Inc.,.and for years represented 
himself successfully as F. Donald 
Coster, holder of a degree in 
medicine from the University of 
Heidelberg. 

Arrest of a fourth person was 
expected on orders from Gregory 
F. Noonan, acting United States 
attorney, whose instructions to 
police tonight resulted in the seiz- 
ure of Walter R. Cragg, 57, dis- 
barred attorney who served a 
brief grand larceny term in Sing 
Sing prison in 1914, and Joseph 
and Mary Brandino, brother and 
sister, accused of extorting $8,000 
a year from Coster under threat 
of exposure. 

To Face Commissioner. 

Cragg and the Brandinos are to 
be arraigned tomorrow morning 
before a United States commis- 
sioner, charged with extortion. 

Federal agents assert that in all 
eight persons knew of Coster’s 
past as a swindler and used their 
knowledge to bldckmail him of 
sums totaling $50,000 to $150,000 
a year, 

Miss Brandino was seized on 
information obtained by federal 
authorities from Benjamin Simon, 


'who is under arrest on a federal 


copspiracy charge. Simon, who 
received a $6,000 annual salary 
from McKesson & Robbins while 
performing duties which some ex- 
ecutives considered vague and un- 
necessary, knew Coster when he 
still retained the name Musica and 
worked as a stool pigeon for the 
New York district attorney’s of- 


fice. 
Collected Money. 

According to Simon, Miss Bran- 
dino and her brother, Joseph, col- 
lected extortion money through 
him. He served as Coster’s agent 
in making the payments, Simon 
said. 

Coster himself asserted that he 
was a victim of blackmail in the 
suicide note he wrote and turned 
over to his attorney shogtly before 
he shot himSelf in his Fairfield 
(Conn.) home. 

While federal agents sought 
blackmailers and through them 
hoped to learn more of Coster’s 
activities, state authorities also 
were active today in investigation 
of Coster’s methods.

WASHINGTON.—First of all, today, I want to thank all those 
who so kindly remembered both the President and me by sending 
us telegrams or Christmas cards of greeting durin 
season. It would be impossible to acknowledge .... 
individually all the messages that we have re- 
ceived. I don’t suppose that we can possibly hope 
to reach every individual and express our grati- 
tude through the press or over the radio, but to 
you, who read my column, I want to say this 
word of thanks. It seems to me that more peo- 
ple than ever sent us messages or gifts and we 
are deeply grateful. 

Our Christmas Day was very happy and 
peaceful, for all the children in the house were 
well and there was no anxiety as far as 1 know 
in any of the faraway family households. We 
had a slightly confusing conversation to three 
different points of the compass on Christmas 
morning, but it was very nice actually to hear 
and recognize the different voices. Sistie and Buzzie joined in from 
‘Seattle and could be quite well understood; Chandler and Elliott 
Jr., from Fort Worth, sounded very far away, however. 

I am usually completely exhausted on Christmas night, but for 
once this was not the case, and I think it was because, under Miss 
Thompson’s direction, Mrs. Somerville and Mrs. Lund in our office 
had done a great deal of my Christmas preparation for me.

Five diamonds, holding only one 
ace. 

Five hearts, holding 
aces. 

Five spades, holding any three 
aces. 

Five notrump with all four aces. 

It is quite unlikely, however, 
for the four notrump bidder to try 
for a slam without at least one 
ace in his own hand. A five no- 
trump response is seldom forth- 
coming. 

Following the four notrump call, 
asking for aces, either partner may 
then make a free bid of five no- 
trump, exactly the same as the 
four notrump, except that it now 
asks partner to show his Kings. 

The response to this five no- 
trump bid is: 

Six clubs with no king. 

Six diamonds with one king. 

Six “hearts with any two kings. 

Six spades with any three kings. 

Six notrump with all four kings. 

All slam conventions were de-

HITLER WILL TAKE 
REBUKE BY WELLES 


Nazi Leaders Say Reichs- 
fuehrer Will Probably 
Let’ Matter Drop. 


BERLIN, Dec. 27.—(UP)—Nazi 
leaders tonight indicated that 
Chancellor Hitler probably will 
let the matter of the United 
States’ recent rebuke to Germany 
drop and leave it to Washington 
to take any initiative which 
might lead to a definite break in 
German-American relations. 

Hitler has had ample oppor- 
tunity to study the rebuke, which 
answered a Nazi protest against a 
speech by United States Secretary 
of Interior Harold L. Ickes, but 
no official announcement or even 
a hint as to Germany’s course of 
dealing with the matter has been 
forthcoming. 

Informed Nazi quarters believed 
that the government is convinced 
that aggravation of the situation 
would serve no political purpose. 
A formal break in German-Amer- 
ican relations could only harm 
German trade, not only with the 
United States but with other 
countries where anti-Nazi boy- 
cotts have been started. 

It was admitted in Nazi quar- 
ters, however, that any further 
attacks against Germany in the 
United States, particularly among 
members of President Roesevelt’s 
cabinet, might easily provoke sud- 
den angry reaction in Berlin and 
a break in relations might be un- 
avoidable. 

The German press confined its 
attacks on the United States today 
to accounts telling of the United 
States’ “defeat” at the Pan-Amer- 
ican conference in Lima. 

The  Voelkischer Beobachter 
coupled its account of the Amer- 
ican “defeat” with a review of 
how the German-Argentine 1934 
trade agreement had been ex- 
tended to include Austria and the 
Sudetenland. 

“The Lima conference was a 
defeat for the United ‘States’ ef- 
‘fort to frighten other American 
states into a belief that they are 
in danger from an attack as well 
as for Moscow’s program of anti- 
Fascist front and the Jews’ plan 
to dominate the world by produc- 
ing a war of annihilation between 
the Aryan peoples,” the newspa- 
per said. 

Argentina was praised for re- 
jecting “American attempts at 
hegemony disguised as a role of 
protector.”

Burnet, veteran librarian at the 
University of Georgia, is the own- 
er of a brace of 18th century pis- 
tols, once the property of General 
Marquis de Lafayette, heroic sol- 
dier of fortune of the American 
and French revolutions. 


The two pistols were stuck in 
the belt of General Lafayette in 
1781 when he entered, sword in 
hand, the trenches of Yorktown, 
scene of one of the bloodiest bat- 
tles of the American war for in- 
dependence. | 


On the eve of his departure for 
France, at the close of the revo- 
lution, General Lafayette present- 
ed the pistols to Dr. John Cochran, 
his physician and surgeon-gener- 
al of the American army. 

Handed down from generation 
to generation, the pistols finally 
came into Mr. Burnet’s: possession 
in 1915. 

Jacob Burnet, an ancestor of 
the Athenian, obtained the pistols 
in 1892, and loaned them to the 
Cincinnati museum, from which 
they were taken by Duncan Bur- 
net some time ago.
